p. 67 At an Inferior Court began & held at Jacksonboro in & for the County of Scriven County 
for Ordinary purposes this 4th day of March 1833... 


p. 68 Ordered that Alley Anderson Executrix of the Estate of Hezekiah Anderson decd be & 
appear at the next term of this Court to be held on the first Monday in May and then & there 
to answer to certain charges to be preferred against her for mismanagement & waste of said 
estate... 


p. 69 At an Inferior Court began and held at Jacksonboro in and for the County of Scriven for 
Ordinary purposes this 6th day of May 1833... 


p. 70 It appearing to the Court that Alley Anderson Executrix of the last Will and testament of 
Hezekiah Anderson deceased has mismanaged & wasted said estate contrary to the intent of 
her testator_ Therefore ordered that said Alley Anderson do immediately give Bond & 
sufficient security in the amount of the worth of said Estate conditioned that said Alley 
Anderson shall & will well & truly adminster [sic] said Estate and Execute said Will for the 
good management & education and maintenance of the children of said deceased Anderson 
and in default of said Executrix giving said bond and security then it is further ordered that 
administration with the will annexed of the said Estate be given to the next of kin of said decd 
Anderson_ and that the letters testamentary heretofore granted to said Alley Anderson upon 
said Estate be & the same are hereby revoked... 


...Alley Anderson the Executrix upon the Estate of Hezekiah Anderson decd being 
dissatisfied with the order of the Court revoking her letters testamentary upon said Estate 
comes forward with the time prescribed by law and prays an appeal to the Superior Court, 
and having paid all costs and produced Paul Williamson as her security for such further costs 
as may accrue by reason of such appeal an appeal is accordingly entered. In testimony 
whereof the said Alley Anderson & Paul Williamson have hereunto set their hands & seals 
this 10th day of May 1833.

p. 72 At an Inferior Court began and held at Jacksonboro in & for the County of Scriven for 
Ordinary purposes pursuant to adjournment...this 8th day of July 1833... 


In the matter of the appeal entered from the Court of Ordinary Scriven County by Alley 
Anderson from decision removing her from the Executrixship of the Will of Hezekiah 


p. 73 Anderson decd_ It is consented & agreed that the appeal be withdrawn and the said 
Alley Anderson consents that an order may be passed by the Court to divide said Estate 
among the heirs giving to her a share equal to one of them.

The appeal having been withdrawn_ It is on motion ordered that James Lee be appointed 
administrator de bonis non with the will annexed on the estate of Hezekiah Anderson decd & 
that Paul Williamson, Sion L. Boykin, John L. Dowdy & William Anderson be taken as his 
securities in the sum of five thousand dollars, and that Moses N. McCall, Alexander T. 
Dopson, James P. Thompson, Curtis Humphries & Ephraim Hunter be appointed to appraise 
said estate, or any three of them. [italics added] 


It appearing to the Court that the Heirs of the Estate of Hezekiah Anderson decd of said 
County are desirous to divide said estate It is on motion ordered that Moses N. McCall, 
Alexander T. Dopson, Ephraim Hunter, James P. Thompson and Curtis Humphries, or any 
three of them be appointed partitioners to divide said Estate equally among the heirs, to wit, 
Ally Anderson, James Lee, Sion L. Boykin, John L. Dowdy, William Anderson, Ignatius B. 
Anderson, Jane J. Anderson, Adelia F. Anderson, Hezekiah A. Anderson & Caroline M. 
Anderson. 


p. 75 At an Inferior Court began and held at Jacksonboro in and for the County of Scriven for 
Ordinary purposes this 2nd day of Sept 1833... 


Ordered that James Lee be appointed Guardian of the person.and property of William, Jane, 
Caroline Frances and Hezekiah Ann Anderson minors and orphans of Hezekiah Anderson 
decd late of said County and that William W. Black, William Williams and George Robbins be 
taken as his securities... 


p. 76 Ordered that Curtis Humphreys, Alexr T Dopson, Moses N. McCall Ephraim Hunter & 
Charles H. McCall or any three of them be appointed to divide the negroes of the Estate of 
Hezekiah Anderson decd among the lawful heirs of the said deceased (to wit) Ally Anderson,

Ordered that John L. Dowdy be appointed Guardian of the person and property of Ignatius B. 
Anderson (a minor) of Hezekiah Anderson decd late of said County and that William Williams 
and John B. Moultrie be taken as his securities... 


p. 82 Tuesday 14th day of January 1834. The Honorable the Inferior Court held in & for the 
County of Scriven for Ordinary purposes met pursuant to adjournment... 


Ordered that James Lee Adm. of the Est. of Hezekiah Anderson decd have leave to sell the 
whole of the real estate of Hezekiah Anderson decd late of sd County, it appearing to the 
Court that a four months citation has been duly published and no objections filed. It is 
therefore further ordered that the said James Lee Adm. as aforesaid have leave to sell said 
real estate upon his giving sixty days further notice in one of the public gazettes and in two or 
three of the most public places in said County. 


p. 130 At an Inferior Court began and held at Jacksonboro in and for the County of Scriven 
for Ordinary purposes this 3rd April 1837...

James Lee sold Hezekiah's land at public auction on 28 April 1834 to highest bidder Charles 
H. McCall, 125 acres in the 36th District, the lower half of a 250-acre tract originally granted 
to Joseph Jackson and bounded on the NE by the Savannah River, SE and SW by John 
Reeves, SE by John Thompson and NW by other half of Jackson survey (Deed Book M: 2). 
Alley Anderson secured a headright grant of 182.5 acres in Screven, surveyed in December 
1832, granted in September 1834 and sold by Alley in October 1838 (Deed Book M: 295). 


A January 1839 return by James Lee on his guardianship of Hezekiah's daughter Caroline 
reflects "cash received from the estate of James Anderson" (Returns on estates 1843-1854, 
image 134, recorded in February 1845). 


According to a message board post by Bob Peavy on 17 May 1999 which is no longer 
available (screen capture taken at the time is.attached), the heirs of Hezekiah Anderson were 
listed as heirs of James Anderson in the final settlement of his estate (record not yet found). 
Mr. Peavy surmises that since the other heirs were of a similar age to James, they were likely 
brothers (Hezekiah, Joseph and Robert).or brothers-in-law (Joseph Harrison, William T. 
Moore). | believe these Andersons may have been children of Ignatius Anderson, who 
registered in Screven County for the 1807 land lottery and drew Lot 251 in District 13, 
Wilkinson County (Paul K. Graham, 1807 Georgia Land Lottery Fortunate Drawers and 
Grantees, p. 316). Unfortunately, deeds survive only from 1854 due to a series of fires in 
Wilkinson so the disposition of this land is so far unknown.

In the Screven Co GA Census of 1330, James ANDERSON is sted as living alone (his estate sales mebcate that he may have been predominantly a cattle farmer). Hezekiah ANDERSON b 1775-1794 dc Mar 1226 (testate) 
predeceased James ANDERSON b 1780-1790 d Jul-Nov 1830 (intestate), Jarnes ANDERSON's will was refused m Dec 1830, so we don't get to see it In Jan 1831, Hezekiah’: son-in-law, James LEE, became admirastrator of 
James ANDERSON's estate (through at least 1838), and among those actmg as secunty for his adminstration was Joseph ANDERSON. Among the purchasers at the estate sale in Feb 1831 were Joseph ANDERSON and Wm T. 
MOORE. In the settlement of James ANDERSON’ estate in Nov 1832, hes hems are listed as: 


Robert ANDERSON (1 have no other information about this individual), 

Joseph [B.] ANDERSON (1830 Census: b 1780-1790, evidently with a wate or daughter b 1800-1810 and a son b 1815-1820), 
Joseph HARRISON (1 need to find out more about an mdividual of this name m Effingham Co GA), 

Wiliam T. MOORE (1840 Census: b 1780-1790, evidently with a wife b 1780-1790), and 

the hears of Hezekiah ANDERSON (we have ists of Hezekiah’s hews m Jul & Sep 1833 when hus estate was divided), 


Smce James ANDERSON does not seem to be mamed (m 1820) or have descendants (his admimstrator was las nephew-m-law), and smce the knowm ages of the listed individuals is about the same as that of James ANDERSON, I 
arn assuming that the heirs were his brothers and brothers-in-law. Of the three Screven Co GA brothers, Joseph B. ANDERSON first appears in Screven Co GA records (buying land in the early 1800s).
